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DETAILED ACTION 

This is responsive to the amendment after final filed on 7/30/2010. Claims 37-66 and 70 
are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is deemed to be an unobvious improvement over the invention 
patented in US Patent 7,374,405 to Wobben. In regards to claims 37 and 47, the improvement 
comprises mounting handling means including two mounting means in the at least two holes, 
wherein the mounting means extend through the wind turbine blade on opposite sides of a 
strengthening structure inside the blade. In regards to claims 44, the improvement comprises 
reinforcing at least one hole area of an inner surface of at least one of the shells by applying 
further layers of material. In regards to claim 61, the improvement comprises providing 
reinforcement layers on an inner surface of the blade, in combination with providing two holes 
wherein the two holes penetrate a surface of the blade at the hole area and on opposite sides of a 
strengthening structure inside the blade.
